ſame Manner, ſeven Times. | 
And at the ſeventh Time, when the People blew W ith 


the Trumpets, Joſhua ſaid unto the People, Shout; ; 


for the Lord hath given you the City. 
So the People ſhouted when the Prict ew: with 
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the Trumpets. And it came to paſs, when the People 
heard the Sound of the 'Trumpet, and the People ſhout- 
ed with a great Shout, that the Wall fell down flat, ſo 
that the People went up into the City, every Man 
ſtreight before him, and they took the City. 

And they utterly deſtroyed all that was in the City, 


both young and old, with the Edge of the Sword. 


And they burnt the City with Fire, and all that was 
therein; only the Silver and the Gold, and the Veſſels 
of Braſs and of Iron, they put into the T reaſury of the 
Houſe of the Lord.

And Joaſh did that which was right in the Sight of 

the Lord, all the Days of Jehoiada the Prieſt. 
But Jehoiada waxed old and full of Days; an hun- 

dred and thirty Years old was he when he died. _ 

Now after the Death of Jehoiada, came the Princes 


of Judah and made Obeiſance to the King; then the 


King hearkened unto them.

And they conſpired againſt Tay and toned bias with 5

which Jehojada his Father had done to him. 


And at the End of the Year, the Hoſt of Syria came 1] 


up againſt him; and they came to Judah. and Jeruſa- 


lem, and deſtroyed all the Princes of the People, and 4 


ſent all the Spoil of them unto the King of Damaſcus. 


For the Army of the Syrians came with a ſmall Com- 


pany of Men, and the Lord delivered a very great Hoſt 


into their Hands; becauſe they had forſaken the Lord 


Sor of their Fathers: ſo they executed Judgment againſt 1 
And when they were departed his own rende con- . 
ſpired againſt him, and flew him on his Bed and he

for thou haſt treſpaſſed, neither ſhall it be for thine. 
Honour from the Lord God. 


Then Uzziah was wrath. Abd while he was Wrath

all the Prieſts thruſt him out, yea, himſelf hafted to go · 


out, before the Lord had fmitten him.

And they brought threeſcore and ten Bullocks, an | 
hundred. Rams and two- hundred Lambs for a Burnt- 
Offering unto the Lord. 

And the Prieſts were too few to ſlay all the Burnt- 


Offerings; wherefore the Levites helped them, untill 
the other Prieſts had ſanctified themſelves ; for the Le- 


vites were more upright than the Prieſts. 


And Hezekiah rejoiced and all the People, that Goo 
had prepared the People; ; jor the Thy Was done: ſud-

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Turn again unto the Lord, and he will return to the 
Remnant of you that are eſcaped out of the Hand of the 
Kings of Aſſyria. 


And be not ye like your Fathers, who ſinned againſt 
the Lord, who therefore gave them up to Deſolation. 
Now be ye not ſtiffnecked as your Fathers were; but
